DIRECT RELIEF STOPPED 


In a letter mailed to all 
municipalities last week, the 
Provincial Government has 
withdrawn all relief except in 
rases where a full and detailed 
report show that it i s absolut¬ 
ely necessary in order to prevent 
want and suffering. S 3 that all 
may see just what the intent¬ 
ions of the Province is in this 
matter, we are leprinting the 
letter in full, at the request of 
the Town and Municipal Cou¬ 
ncil both, as both these bodies 
are heartily in accord with the 
decisions of the Province. 

In view of the improved con 
‘lition in prices of farm produce 
and also in the labor situation, 
ihe Councils feel that no fam¬ 
ilies, where the bread winner 
is in good health, should need 
any assistance, and in accord¬ 
ance with instructions of the 
Province, it will only l>o in 
cases of emergency that any 
assistance at all will be given. 
Any who may have received 
help in the past should consid¬ 
er these orders from the Prov¬ 
incial Government and govern 
themselves accordingly.

COUGHING 




Coughing is almost invariably 
a reflex act. It may occasionally 
be a neurotic 01 wilful act. In 
the vast majority of ca ( :es the 
stimulus which originates the 
cough is situated in some region 
of the jespirgifory passages be¬ 
tween the vocal chords am} the 
tiny little terminal air ceils in 
the lungs which are found at the 
end of the branches coming off 
the windpipe. This is called the 
bronchial tree. 

The cause of the irritation in 
the respiratory passages is in 
the majority of cases either an 
inflamed or congested condition 
of the mucous membrane lining 
the passage or an excessive 
quantity of mucous secretion 
brought about by invading en¬ 
emies called germs. Less fre¬ 
quent causes are heamorrhage 
iu the lungs inflammation in 
the larynx, pressure upon the 
windpipe by tin enlarged thy¬ 


roid gland situated like a horse 
jhoe around the air passage 
in the neck, or foreign lx>dies 
in the throat or windpipe such 
as dost or particles of food. 

The character of the cough 
varies with the cause and to 
some extent with the general 
state of health. The most ol>- 
/ious distinction in the quality 
of the cough is that between 
the moist or loose cough and 
the dry or hard cough. The 
loose cough indicates the succ¬ 
essful removal of mucous from 
the air passage which in adults 
results in expec to ration. Child¬ 
ren usually swallow secretions 
which they cough up. The dry 
cough indicates the presence of 
an irritant which the cough is 
unable to remove from the air 
passages. The hard cough of 
catarrh is usually followed by 
the early stages of bronchial 
a loose cough consequently lip* 
on the production of mucous 
which is secreted by the in¬ 
flamed membrane©, it is most 
important that persons suffer¬ 
ing from a dry hard cough be 
kept warm and free from chills 
or exposure in order that the 
inflammation which is present 
may not be permitted to prog¬ 
ress to the point of invading 
the lung tissue and thus prod¬ 
uce pneumonia. 

A short, weak, frequently 
repeated dry cough is known 03 
a hacking cough. If; is due tp a 
mild irritation in the upper 
passages, a condition which if 
untreated may become chronic. 

Inflammation of the larynx 
and vocal chords causes a bark¬ 
ing cough which is usually in- 
affeetual in removing any muc¬ 
ous. 

Coughing is much more prev 
alent in winter than in summer 
because disease germs which 
are so frequently present in 
the mouth and nose flourish 
when the body is subjected to 
lower temperatures. It is, there 
fore, most important that in 
winter every effort be made to 
keep the body free from undue 
exposure to cold and wet. When 
a cough does develop stay in¬ 
doors if at all possible until ail 
danger ol developing a serious 
infection has passed. A neglect¬ 
ed cough or cold accounts for 
a great many serious illnesses 
."nd a great many deaths. It 
doesn’t pav to ignore a trouble 
some cough.

WEEKLY LETTER 

SOREMOUTH IN LAMBS 

With lamb feeding now well 
under way, it may lie the mis¬ 
fortune of some of the feedeis to 
find their lambs developing sore 
mouths and being unable to 
make good use of their feed. 
Although seldom proving fatal, 
this disease takes an annual toll 
in the form of unthrifty lambs 
and prolonged feeding time. 

Many sheepmen have licen 
under the impression that the 
disease is due to the particular 
feeds used, hut actually the 
cause of the disease is a virus 
which is too small to he seen 
pven with the aid of the most 
powerful microscope, Vaviou 3 
complications, which may in¬ 
volve tile tongue, nostrils and 
visceral organs and oven cause 
death of the individual, some¬ 
times occur hut the orgnism 
responsible for these complica¬ 
tions is a secondary invader and 
only affects the sheep after the 
sores have formed. 

Soremou|,h usually occur* only 
in young animals. The first 
sympton usually observed by 


the rancher or feeder is a swell . 
ing of the lips,accompanied by | 
a slight reddening. If examin¬ 
ed more closely, it ill be seen 
that as the swellings increase in 
size they become filled with pus j 
and later they rupture, allowing 
the fluid to be discharged. A 1 
yellowish-brown scab then, 
forms, thickens, gradually be- 
comes darker and fall of in two 
to four weeks leaving no scar. 1 
The symptoms are not always | 
the same but may Ivary from 
season to season, from flock to 
flock or within a flock. There 
rn'ny l>e only insignificant scab 
formation on the lips, or any 
part not covered with wool < r 
hair may Ik* affected. 

The virus has been found in 
soil and the litter of sheep sheds 
but how long it remains alive 
has not been established. 

In the medical treatment of 
aoremouth it is essential that 1 
attention be given as early as 
possible. When no treatment is 
used animals usually recover in 
two to four weeks and an immu¬ 
nity follows. Segregation of af¬ 
fected animals and the use of a 
germicide will speed up recovery 
and thus minimize losses. Prob¬

icide is the five per cent solu¬ 
tion of iodine. This may be us¬ 
ed alone or mixed with one to 
two parts of glycerine and 
should be applied with a stiff 
brush so that it will penetrate 
through the scab. Sometimes 
it may be necessary to remove 
the scab before applying the 
iodine. Preventative measures 
for the disease have not been 
developed.

It is considered lat this time 
that in the event of relief be¬ 
ing required in some districts 
the rates previously in effect 
can be greatly reduced as there 
is no exc-usee for any individ¬ 
ual residing in an area where 
crops and gardens were produc¬ 
ed is not making provisions 
for his vegetables, which are a 
grept contribution to a man’s 
subsistence. There may lie case- 
es where a man was unable to 
plant a garden for himself but 
the lack of vegetables on this | 
account may be easily overcome j 
by the individual exchanging 
work with a neighbor who has 
a surplus supply. 

Municipalities may either call 
at the Bureau of Relief and 
Public Welfare and present 
their position in respect to re¬ 
lief for the coming year or 
may forward a brief, so that 
we may be in a position to give 
their requests careful consid- 
ertion.
